That the business situation is 
enjoying a sustained recovery is 
the consensus of the nation’s best 
financial opinion.

DIVERGENT BEAM

SOUND AMPLIFIED 
Marconi said that the refiec- 
tors make it possible for the re- 
ceiver to reproduce a radio with 
a telephone song or speech about 
200 times louder than is ordinarily 
possible. What is more, speech is 
transmitted practically without 
distortion, and the transmitting 
aerial care be used both for send- 
ing and receiving at the same time. 
“In these days of broadcast it 
may still prove to be very useful 
to have a practically new system 
which will be toa very la 
degree secret when compared 
the usual kind of radio,” be added.
